So that the annuai Produce of the Britih Sugar 
Colonies, over and above their own Contumption, 
may he eftimated at about One Million Nine Hundred 
Thoufand Pounds, according to this Calculation. 

Bur if we reckon that thefe Colonies have pro- 
duced not more than One Million Five Hundred 
Thoufand Pounds per Ann. (communibus Annis) from 
the Rettoration ; even this, is One Hundred and Four- 
teen Millions of Pounds Sterling; which has been a 
great Help to enrich this Kingdom, to make good 
our Balance in Trade with other Countries, and to 
fupport us under the yatt Weight ofour Wars, Debts 
and Expences. 

Our Sugar Colony Trade is not a Foreign Trade, a 
Trade wich Strangefs, altho’ it be Maritime : Jt is 
rather of the Doméfick Kind. In a Word, this 
Trade has hitherto yielded us all the Profits and Ad- 
vantages that ufually belong both to the one and the 
other, free from the Pluétuations and Incommoditics
